At this time, when quite K^Miorally 
teaoheTN are becoming conscious of 
tUeir place and function in the new 
(Jeinocratic Bocial Hchenie, we are 
beginning to wee many of the old 
facta of hiHtory in a new liglit. If 
"teaclier" had been always a term 
of honor and (iistinction, how many 
famous persons would now be known 
rather as teaoherH than as writers or 
warriors or lulers! 

What is a teacher? One wlio 
intentionally imparts knowledge in 
such a manner as to he intelligible 
to those who know less. 0\\k\ who 
goes about to train the minds of 
others. A mere talker is not a 
teacher, A mere wiiter or singer is 
not a teacher. The essence of 
teaching is the purpose to help 
otherw by arousing their own 
activities. Preaching is not teacli- 
iug unless it passes beyond ex- 
pounding and exhoiting into en- 
lightening the mind with facts and 
Hrousing the will to stronger action. 
Then^fore, the best preacliers are 
always at heart teachers. 

As tenching gradually comes into 
public esteem as a learned profes- 
sion, two things are happening. 
We are discovering inoi*e arnl more 
that certain famous men of the past 
were mainly teachers, and only in 
pait HtHtesraen, poets, phnos[)hers, 
and sohliors. And in the pr(\s(»jit 
age men who are prominently be 
fore the ptiblie are more and more 
willing to be known as teachers. 
These are good signs. They are 
full of promise, not only for those 
of ns who are but teachers in tlie 
social background, just teachers, 
but for the race whose progress in 
cnlttrre fs almost entirely depen- 
<lenl upon good teaching. Siime 
critic would like to correct the Inst 
phrase! Good teaching can, and 
does, mend herwlity and enable the 
youth to modify his onvir(»nm<'nt. 

Old Homer, greatest and oldest 
name in all literature, was a teach 
er. Incidentally, he was a poet 
and singer, but poetry and singing 
and the lyre were to him only the 
Instruments of his teachings of 
heioism and of patriotism and sound 
personal and social morals. All 
over Greece and the islands round- 
about the old man went teaching 
his fellows the virtues of life. Yes, 
h© made his living and won his im- 
mortality by teaching. Had he not 
been a teacher In (Iiose days wIhmi 
writing was unknown, Homer would 
have been forgotten as well as other 
bards of his time. 

And what was Hhakespearo all 
his life but a teacher of actor*s and 
a teacher of auditors ? To this day 
all scholars sit at his feet as pupils. 
His was the '* teacher" disposition. 
•*I will tell you," he seemed to say, 
*' just how this thing came to pass, 
so that you may understand it 
clearly and profit by it." His is no 
grand and distant manner, but the 
perfectly sympathetic manner of 
the true teacher. And Dante? 
Well, Dante puldicly declared that 
Ids purpose was to teach morality 
and patriotism and w ncnv and 
better social order. 

Paul was always the d^arher. He 
Went about from Jerusalem and 
Damascus to Athens and H*nne 
and back again teach ir»g gi-onps of 
disciples. 

There was (teuige Wnshingion, 
who wrote more words timt have 
oorne down to posterity than any 
other American. Those were 
Wonderful letters of his that taught 
the colonials the simplest lessons of 
•^elf- respect, of discretion, of the 
tiatlon that was coming to l)e. Yes, 
Washington wrote more pages than 
'^t^flferson ev**n, or RooNevelt. We 
^hink of him as a silent man, but 
only because he never said any 
thing foolish; that's all. He was 
»* great political teacher. Like the 
J't^ally prepared teacher, he teltthat 
he knew more and understood more 
clearly than otiier |>ersoris. He did 
^ot say this. He merely presented 
^he facts an<l his opinions with 
®*ceeding thoroughness and pa- 
^'«noe. 

Of course Abraham Lincoln was 
^ teacher, not less than one of the 
heat in this goodly ccmipany of the 
World's choiiM'st souls. And hc^ 
***»ight by maxims, by Illustrations, 
*^y htorles and parnbb^M h\ IiIm own 
P^«»onal example.

There were Plutarch 
and Quintillian. Ther^e were Bacon 
and Darwin. There were Emerson 
and Harriet Beech or Stowe. 

A few thousand years hence, 
when mankind shall fully under- 
stand the service of teachers, and 
utilize that service more intelli- 
gently, the r-oll <!all of the great 
will include among teachers of the 
race, and by that title or its 
equivalent, many and many a name 
now obscured by the designations

Perhaps you do not know it, but 
scientific experts have reckoned 
that the hands are capable of more 
than two hundred distinct expres- 
sions. 

The hands, indeed, have the ex- 
pressions just as much as the face. 
They can express emotions — such, 
for example, as joy, despair, and 
angef — as well as all sorts of ideas. 
Some hands are much more ex- 
pressive than others, and your own 
right hand is far superior in this 
respect to your left, because it has 
had more training. 

Science dtHrlares that the lan- 
guage of hands was the first of all 
languages, and was employed by 
human beings long before they 
learned how to speak. It was the 
language of the earliest ape man, 
our remote ancestor, and the mon- 
keys of the present day all use It. 
In truth, the gestures of monkeys 
are very much like our own, as 
any observant person may see for 
himself if he will devote a little 
while to watching a cage full of 
these interesting animals. 

Your hands are the principal 
instruments through which your 
ideas are carried out. Constantly 
acting at the bidding of your brain, 
they have become highly educated. 
Yon employ them to express ideas 
much more often probably than you 
imagine. When you are very 
much pleased, you clap your hands. 
You rub them together if yoq are 
particularly delighted with some- 
thing; or if you are suffering 
grievous <lislress, you wring th^m. 
A*<toniHhment overcomes you, and 
you laise your hands in tlie air. 
Again, you indulge in an emotion 
of triumph, and wave them aloft. 

Did you ever notice that a child's 
gestures are intellijrent long before 
it can talk? And yet no effort has 
been made to teach It signs, while 
much labour has been devoted to 
instructing it in speech. Further- 
more, the spoken words it acquires 
are actnally learrn^ thromMi the 
medium of signs. 

As you travel till «^"»^"» in*^ ^vorld 
you will find an immense number 
of languages spokcti. Anywhere 
outside of the Continent of North 
America you will corne across a new 
tongue, -or a patois, every few miles, 
almost. The people of one valley 
will hardly understand the speech 
of the folks who dwell on the other 
side of the neighboring mountains. 
In Europe there arn hundreds of 
languages in use, and in Africa and 
Asia there are literally thousands. 
Yet wherever you go yon will find 
these gestures employed, and they 
always mean **xactly theaame thing. 
I'utting the tlmmb to the nose 
and ** twiddling" the fingers signi- 
fies derision, of course. Exactly 
the same meaning is in fiVf^ry day 
use by all the jieople of the world, 
from Alaska to Cape Horn, and 
Yokohama to Zanzibar. The same 
is true of tT ruade by placing 

the finger )e of the nose. 

It means suspicion, and if you do it 
to a strf'ftt merchant in Cairo he 
will understand It just as well as if 
you made the genturPH In N^nv York 
or Nf'W Orleans. 

A simple movfmf^nt of thti hand 
which means ** You and I" is un- 
derstood everywh**rf^— juHt as much 
so as the nod and shake of the 
head, signifying •• Yes" and ''No," 
which are universal. To put the 
finger to the forehead indicates re- 
flection as clearly as anythi ](}, 

When yon wish to imply »^ -«^- 

thing is utterly trivial and of no 
accounts you snap your fingers. 
Darwin says that this action of 
snapping the fingers comes from 
the idea of rolling Home small 
object between thumb and fore- 
fi tiger and casting it away. 



The Italians and other people of 
Southeru Europe have a vastly 
greater number of such signs than 
we use or recognise. A great deal 
of their talking, indeed, is done 
with their hands. Children every- 
where use the sign language much 
more freely than grown folks, as 
anybody may see who will take (he 
trouble to watch them at play. In 
school, wlH*rc they fire f<»H>/dd(Mi to 
talk, they will communicate with 
each oilier ia this way quite satis- 
factorily and, when they wish to 
call the attention of the teacher, 
they will hold up a hand and 
sometimes snap the fingers. Thus 
it appears that snspping the fingers 
may be int<'ijdH<l to f-uminon atten- 
tion as well as to express contempt. 

Among the North American In- 
dians who haveat lenst fivf^ hundred 
differ<*iit tongues, there is a sikii 
languagt5 familiar to all. Il is ho 
highly developed that it serves for 
the comrnunicHtion of ideas as well 
as speech. As people grow more 
civilized they tend to get away from 
this mode of expressing their 
thoughts and rely to a great extent 
upon the spoken word. One of our 
own most common and familiar 
irestures, that of shaking hands, 
signifies friendship, and is supposed 
to have meant originally that thn 
person offering his hand indicated 
that he had no weapon and, there- 
fore, obviously contemplated no 
hostile act. 

Seaking of children at school, one 
has often seen a boy sharpen an 
imaginary pencil at another boy. 
His two forefingBrs serve the pur- 
pose of the pantomime. What docs 
he mean?' Why, that he wants a 
knife, of course. The other boy 
understands instantly, and Just as 
clearly as if he spoke. Boy No. 1 
fails to return the kniff\ and there 
is a dispute about it at recess. 
Boy No. 2 shakes his fist in the face 
of lioy No. 1, and again the mean- 
ing is plain, the gesture signifying, 
** I will black your eye I" 

A curious fact worth mentioning 
in this connection is that persons 
who have been blind from birth use 
ge-Htures exactly like those of sof^ing 
people, though, by reason of their 
affliction they had no possibh^ 
(Chance to acquire tl>f*m by irnita 
tion. It in the best possible illus- 
tration and proof of the apparently 
undeniable fact that the sign lan- 
guage is inborn ana instructive — 
whence, doubtless its uuivf^rsHlity. 

liOwer animals have g«*Htures 
recognisable among themselvcM, 
and even by us to some extent, 
tliongh we have never taken the 
trouble to study them. Is there 
anybotly who does not know what 
a dog means when be wags his tail ? 
But Prof. Alexander Graham Bell 
declares that animals are much 
more caf>alde of producing arti- 
culate sounds than is generally 
supposed, and that it is only absence 
of hrain power which keeps them 
from acquiring true speech. The 
parrot, for example, possesses an 
admirable speaking organ, and 
could use it with meaning, as well 
as foi imitation, if it had the re- 
quisite sense. 

Prof. Bell says that, not long ago, 
by way of illustrating his theory, 
he actually succeeried In teaching 
an English terrier day: to form a 
number of sounds of letteis, and 
particulatly brought out the words 
**IIow are yon, Grandmamma?" 
with distinctness. — Bdjad Mph 
aerufer.

It was the coldest place of the 
whole trip and Jack Frost made his 
presence felt by a slight f?ill of 
sleet, so that a visit to the famous 
burning mine was abandoned. 
Returing to Mauch Chunk, most of 
the excurioniHtH made* a trip ti> the 
beautiful Glen Onoko, making the 
circuit from the botton of the Glen 
to the top and down on the moun- 
tain side on foot, about three miles 
Others took the trolley to the new 
and beautiful Flagstaff Park, 
ei^ht hundred feet above Mauch 
Chunk and sixteen hundred feet 
above sea level, from which point a 
most magnificent view of the town 
and surrounding country was had 

AltogeMit^r it WHS a vivry delight- 
ful and enjoyable trip and not an 
acci<lent hapjienefl to any one all 
day. The team left Mauch Chunk, 
at 5:30 p.m., and reached Philadel- 
phia, at eight-thirty o'clock.

His body was found j^ester- 
day by Captain Joyce and the crew 
of the fireboat Hotchiuson. 

Evans was employed as a watch- 
man at the Empire Shipbuilding 
Company. He lell home Thursday 
night at 9:45 o'clock to go to his. 
\tork When he failed to return 
members of tlie family went to the 
otflce of the Shipbuilding Company 
to make enquiry. They found he 
did not repori befor^e leaving and 
had been pulling the signal boxes 
to an early hour of the ruurning. 
The fireboat crew suspected that he 
may have slipped into the basin 
from the lock and grappled for the 
body, finally locating it. 

Medical Examiner Dauser viewed 
the body, said death was accidental, 
as there were no marks of violence, 
arid he turned the remains over to 
the family.

Examinations of the reporta of 
the luterstate Commerce Commis- 
sion shows an astounding loss of life 
in the last ten years among those 
who are known techincally as tres- 
passers on railroad property. 

The number killed in the last 
decade reaches the astonishing total 
of 47,416, and the number injured 
exceeds 50,000. In actual loss of 
life the slaughter mounts up to the 
proportions of the killed In a great 
war. In fact, the number of men, 
who were actually slain in battle on 
the Union side in the Civil War did 
not greatly exceed thia appalling 
total. Every year, the loss of life 
among the people who walk on 
railroad tracks grows. It is now 
considerably over 5,000 a year, and 
more than fifteen a day. All sorts 
of people are listed with the killed 
and injured while on the tracks ot 
railroads. They include many 
tramps, of course, but also many 
who are not tramps. Vast numbers 
of people in all conditions of life 
use the railroad tracks as thorough- 
fares, and in many cases, they 
pay the penalty. While one is 
not accustomed to think of the 
mere act of walking on a railroad 
track as trespass, that Is what It 
amounts to as a legal proposition. 

So grave is the situtation that it 
is now stated many leading railroads 
are tryinir to make strong efforts to 
bring about in the United States 
the same rigid enforcement of the 
law against trespassing which is 
compelled in England. That rigid 
enforcement has had good results. 
It has reduced the accidents from 
this source to a low figure. 

It is a sound rule for people to 
keep off the railroad tracks. It is 
always dangerous.

It is proposed to ereate a mf^uiorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet^ 
D,D,^ by the erection of a Parish 
Iluihling for St. Ann'B Church for 
IJiuif- Mutes. The present Church 
iH Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Bome twenty-five feet back from tbs 
line of the -street to permit the erec- 
tion of BUQh a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of reliKiouH and Hociai life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. tiallaaaet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of thlH buildingy which 
would have completed the church 
with whicb his nan^e has always 
l)een asHociated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested aa a 
most titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
tlve feet in depth. It will be thrss 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social , re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
(h'af-inutoH of Nc^w York. The 
amount required for " The Gailau- 
flet Memorial Parish Building" Will 
be about $30,000, and the buUdlDg 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
jfejilent i>eoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
